Portugal was this week 
revealed to be a more 
attractive destination for 
foreign direct investment 
than fellow European 
states such as Austria, 
Denmark, Norway or 
Switzerland. Furthermore, 
figures for 2007 indicated 
a dramatic shift in the 
manner in which the 
country’s economy 
operates with news that 
Portugal is now exporting 
more services than 
textiles or footwear. The 
significance of golf on the 
nation’s economy was 
also shown to have 
reached new heights, and 
is now worth 1 .8 billion 
euros a year, or 1.25 
percent of the Gross 
Domestic Product. 

“In 2007, we sold more serv- 
iees to eompanies than footwear 
or textiles. The Portuguese 
eeonomy is ehanging extremely 
fast”, announeed Prime Minister 
Jose Soerates earlier this week. 

The Portuguese “teehnologieal 
balanee” also reeorded marked 
improvement, and last year was 
the first oeeasion when the eoun- 
try managed to export more teeh- 
nology than that whieh it im- 
ported. 

But it was in the area of inve st- 
ment that Portugal showed most 
promise. 

Minister of Eeonomy, Manuel 
Pinho stressed investment was 
the key to making Portugal “anew 
and improved eountry”. 

The minister’s eomments 
eame shortly before it was an- 
nouneed that Portugal had been 
ranked as the fifteenth most at- 
traetive destination in Europe for 
foreign direet investment (FDI) in

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The heavy rain in Lisbon on Monday caused two deaths, five injuries and ieft a 29-year oid woman 
missing. A further 179 peopie were ieft homeiess. Heavy rains are set to return to southern Portugai this 
weekend, though the Met Office are not expecting a repeat of the freak weather experienced eariier in 
the week. The fiooding was the worst seen in the capitai since 1967, when hundreds of Lisbonites died 
as a direct resuit of the heavy rains. No price has been put on the damage caused as iocai authorities stiii 
count the cost of the surprise fiooding. 
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Two sisters were the vietims 
of the floods after their ear fell 
into a river in Belas, Sintra after a 
retaining wall eollapsed. At the 
time of going to press, seareh and 
rescue workers were still looking 
for one of the sisters who is 
thought to have also succumbed 
in the tragic incident on Monday 
morning. 

In Lisbon and Setubal a total 
of 816 firefighters were called 
upon to evacuate residents and 
assist stranded motorists. 

Also in Setubal, the floods 
forced schools to be evacuated 
and closed just as a precaution- 
ary measure. 

The intensity of the rain was 
such that train stations had to 
restrict their routes in the morn- 
ing, although no structural dam- 
age was recorded. 

The Lisbon subway was also 
affected, having to close the Zoo 
terminal due to water finding its 
way down the stairwells. 

Flooding at electric substa- 
tions in Cascais, Lisbon and 
Loures forced EDP to cut electric- 
ity to about 20,000 customers 
until midday on Monday. 

Following the tragic events of 
Monday, the Minister of Agri- 
culture looked on the bright side 
of the rain, saying the floods had 
helped saved cereal crops. 

The Minister of Environment 
Nunes Correia said on Monday 
that the flooding was due to town 
halls’ inability to keep their cit- 
ies clean. After local officials re- 
sponded angrily, Nunes Correia 
said his words had been misinter- 
preted, but still failed to accept 
that his ministry had any respon- 
sibility in the worst flooding the 
capital has seen in 4 1 years. 

The Met Office said on Thurs- 
day that heavy rain was set to fall 
in Lisbon and to the south this 
Friday and into the weekend, 
though it predicted there would 
not be a repeat of the havoc- 
wreakingrain of earlier in theweek.

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The Portugal News reporters 
visited the Arade river erossing 
several times in the past week and 
so far all that was seen, on one oe- 
easion, was a boat dredging the 
river. 

Numerous attempts have been 
made to eontaet Portimao City 
Hall and road company Estradas 
de Portugal, but no answer as to 
the progress of work (or lack 
thereof) was forthcoming. 

It is unknown if during the 
summer there will be alternatives 
to the congested EN 125 bridge. 
Motorists are already choosing 
to take the motorway for a short 


trip to Lagoa, spending even more 
on the already expensive fuel in 
order to avoid long queues along 
the EN 125. 

Barlavento Hospital has asked 
for alternative entries for their 
emergency medical teams who 
have been experiencing trouble in 
dealing with hectic traffic on the 
short stretch of road between the 
exit of the EN 125 and the hospi- 
tal. 

Work on the bridge was last 
year predicted to last 1 8 months, 
but few would be willing to bet 
that the structure will re-open in 
March 2009 as promised.

Portugal has 207 crisis points 


Portugal has 207 points 
susceptible to terrorist 
attacks or natural 
catastrophes, a study 
published this week has 
found. 

The findings, made in a study 
drawn up by the National Coun- 
cil of Civil Emergency Planning 
(CNPCE) reveal that 1 1 , 1 56 in- 
frastructures were identified in 
the country, 207 of which are 
considered of critical importance. 

Among these sensitive areas, 
1 6 are in the area of communica- 
tion, 37 in safety and defence, 48 
in energy, seven are media, eight 
being health, 30 in transport, 58 
injustice, two in government and 
one in the civil service sector. 


The EU has this week called for greater 
protection for performers’ rights and review 
of copyright levies on music recording 
devices. 


In the European music indus- 
try, the various categories of art- 
ist are dealt with differently. 
While composers enjoy lifetime 
protection on their work that 
continues for 70 years after their 
death, performers have to make 
do with a mere 50-year copy- 
right -which, given lengthening 
average life-spans, might well 
expire before they do. 

Under existing laws, thou- 
sands of musicians and singers 
from the 1950s and 60s are, in 
the next ten years, set to lose 
the royalties they currently re- 
ceive every time one of their 
songs is played. 

F or the lesser-known among 
them, such income is often the 
only form of pension they have. 

As a result, the EU is asking 
that the duration of copyright 
protection for European artists 


be extended from 50 to 95 years, 
and that artists be able to move 
to a new record label if their old 
one refuses to reissue record- 
ings of their work during the ex- 
tended period. 

Music lovers have no reason 
to worry, as these measures are 
not expected to affect prices. 

EU single market commis- 
sioner Charlie McCreevy also 
wants to review how royalties 
- and especially private copy- 
ing levies - are collected and 
used. 

These levies are a way of 
compensating artists for the in- 
come they miss out on because 
of private copying. The com- 
missioner has decided to launch 
consultations with all sections 
of the industry, to see what 
practical solutions can be 
found.

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World’s largest 
solarphotovoltaic 
power plant to 
open next month 



In the district Moura in Aientejo, known as 
the “hottest piace in Portugai”, a €237.6 
miiiion investment is aimost compieted, 
and is set to shortiy commence suppiying 
“ciean” energy to the nation’s eiectric 
network for at ieast the next 25 years. 


Exactly one year after the larg- 
est solar photovoltaic plant in 
the world was inaugurated in 
neighbouring Serpa, this power 
plant will have four times the ca- 
pacity (46.41 MW). 

“In phase 1 , when the first 2.5 
MW are installed, the plant 
should produce and inject energy 
into the network the first two 
weeks ofMarch,” saidFrancisco 
Aleixo, managing director of 
Amper Central Solar, company 
chosen to build and manage the 
plant. The 250 hectare land and 
plant is property of Acciona, 
Spanish market leader in renew- 
able energies. 

The remainder will be installed 


by the end of 2008, reaching a 
maximum capacity of 93,000 
MW of energy a year, enough to 
supply 30,000 homes. 

For every 90,000 MW of en- 
ergy produced by this plant, 
152,000 tons of CO^ emissions 
will be spared when compared 
with a fossil fuel plant. 

The plant will only create 1 5 
permanent jobs, most of them in 
maintenance. 

With this plant almost finished, 
Portugal is staying in line with the 
United Nations Kyoto Protocol 
which states that by 2009, 39 per- 
cent of the country’s electricity 
needs to be generated ffomrenew- 
able energy sources.

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Portugal remains concerned at 
Timor situation 



Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado said this week that Lisbon remains concerned at the situation 
in East Timor, still in a state of emergency a week after rebel attacks on the nascent nation’s leaders. On 
the margins of an EU ministerial meeting, Amado told reporters: “We are naturally worried. The country 
has many weaknesses from a political and institutional point of view.” 


Portugal’s top diplomat also 
expressed his wish to see 
Timorese President Jose Ramos 
Horta, critieally wounded in last 


week’s shooting attack by ren- 
egade troops, “recover from the 
injuries he received. ” 
Meanwhile, Timorese police 


and prosecutors continue to in- 
vestigate the twin shooting at- 
tacks on Dili ’ s heads of state and 
government. The legal adviser to 
slain rebel leader Maj . Alfredo 
Reinado, Angela Pires, was re- 
leased on bail Monday after be- 
ing arrested last Sunday as an 
“arguido”, or suspect, in the 
shootings. 

Timorese Attorney General 
Longuinhos Monteiro saidPires, 
holding dual Australian and 
Timorese nationality, was sus- 
pected of “knowing something” 
because she let Reinado stay at 
her home the night before last 
week’s rebel raids. 

Police are searching for at least 
17 people suspected of involve- 
ment in the attacks on Ramos 
Horta and Prime Minister 
Xanana Gusmao who escaped 
unscathed after his motorcade 
was ambushed outside Dili. 

Among those being hunted is 
Gastao Salsinha, self-styled 
leader of Timor’s army rebels 
after the killing of Reinado . 

Atul Khare, head of the UN’ s 
T imor mission, warned the rebels 
that “tough action” would be 
taken against them if they failed 
to turn themselves in to the au- 
thorities. 


Meanwhile, Timor’s acting 
president, Fernando Araujo, re- 
vealed a team from America’s 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
had arrived in Dili on T uesday to 
assist local prosecutors in their 
investigations of the recent at- 
tacks. TPN/Lusa 


Vatican 
OKs early 
start of 
beatification 
process for 
Fatima’s 
Sister 
Lucia 

Portuguese Catholics 
have enthusiastically 
welcomed Pope 
Benedict XVI’s 
exceptional decision to 
open the beatification 
process, two years 
ahead of the normal 
timetable of Sister 
Lucia, one of three 
children who claimed to 
have seen visions of the 
Virgin Mary in 1917. 

The Vatican announced 
it was authorising the be- 
atification process to begin 
within three years of Sister 
Lucia’s death on Feb. 13, 
2005, rather than waiting 
the five years normally re- 
quired by canon law. 

The visions shared by 
Sister Lucia and two cous- 
ins, who died in childhood, 
gave rise to Portugal’s 
greatest Catholic pilgrim- 
age site, the Basilica of 
Our Lady of FMma, which 
today draws hundreds of 
thousands of faithful annu- 
ally from around the world. 

In recent times, only two 
other similar exceptions 
have been made by the V ati- 
can for the beatifications of 
Mother Teresa of Calcutta 
and Pope John Paul II. 

Bishop Antonio Marta of 
Leiria, the central diocese 
that includes the Fatima 
shrine, welcomed the Vati- 
can’s decision with “very 
great satisfaction”, saying 
it represented “the recog- 
nition of the sanctity of a 
figure with international 
and popular projection”. 

The beatification proc- 
esses of Sister Lucia’s cous- 
ins, Francisco and Jacinta, 
have been underway for 
some time. TPN/Lusa

“Portugal’s performance in 
2007 was apositive surprise, as 
it maintained the position it 
reached in 2005, ahead of coun- 
tries such as Denmark, Austria 
andNorway”, adirector at A.T. 
Kearney told reporters in Lis- 
bon. 

“Portugal has been making 
important reforms in a short 
space of time, and while it is cur- 
rently in an austerity phase, it 
will overcome this situation”, 
predicted a confident Martin 
Walker. 

The survey tracks the impact 
of likely political, economic and 
regulatory changes on FDI in- 
tentions and preferences of the 
executives of the world’ s lead- 
ing companies. 

While A.T. Kearney singled 
out obstacles companies faced 
in Portugal, they stressed that 
“the country has followed an in- 
telligent and productive 
policy”. 


The areas singled out by for- 
eign investors for praise, in- 
cluded logistics, tourism, tel- 
ecommunications and the 
outsourcing of services of mul- 
tinationals. 

But Portugal has been losing 
out on the world stage to emerg- 
ing economies, and has slipped 
seven places to 46* since 2005, 
while neighbours Spain plum- 
meted 1 8 places from its ranking 
of 1 7* it obtained three years ago. 

In a related development, the 
National Council of the Golf In- 
dustry announced this week 
that the sport now represents 14 
percent of all tourism activities 
in the country and a fast-rising 
1 .25 percent of the GDP. 

In the past decade alone, the 
number of golfing tourists in the 
Algarve soared by 16.5 percent, 
while itincreased ten percent na- 
tionwide during the same period. 

Analysts are forecasting that 
the Algarve will experience 
similar growth in the next five 
years to that recorded since the 
turn of the millennium.

Maputo gov’t strikes deal on fuel costs to 
end transport protests 

The Mozambican government has reached an accord with private 
minibus operators to reduce the cost of diesel fuel a week after deadly 
protests in Maputo against hikes in transport fares, officials said. At 
least four people died and around 1 00 were injured, according to of- 
ficial figures, in violence that wracked Maputo and nearly Matola 
last week when police and protesters clashed during a wave of pro- 
tests over increases in transport costs for commuters. 

Portugal ending its 1 0-year deployment of 
military cargo plane in Sao Tome 

Portugal is withdrawing an Air Force transport plane and its crew 
from Sao Tome and Principe that has been stationed in the islands on 
a rotating mission for the last 10 years under Lisbon’s cooperation 
with its former colony, officials and media said. The Portuguese Air 
Force (FAP) twin-engine C-2 12, its crew oftwo and ground person- 
nel has reached the end of its operational life and its crew are to be 
retrained on the bigger C-295 aircraft currently on order to the FAP 
operations. 

Portugal’s top diplomat visits Angola for 
bilateral talks 

Portuguese F oreign Minister Luis Amado visits Angola from Feb- 
ruary 21-23 for talks with senior Luanda officials on issues including 
visa holdups for visitors from Portugal and forthcoming legislative 
polls in the African state, officials said. Diplomatic sources in Lis- 
bon said Amado will also use his talks with Angolan counterpart Joao 
Miranda , Luanda’ s heads of state and government to appraise bilat- 
eral relations, described by both Lusophone states as healthy. 

HCB hydro could pay off US$700m debt 3 
years earlier than scheduled 

Mozambique’s Cahora Bassa Hydroelectric company (HCB) 
could payoffitsUS$700 million debt incurred in acquiring a maj or- 
ity stake in the dam in seven rather than ten years, says HCB board 
chairman Paulo Muxanga. HCB borrowedUS$ 700 million lastyear 
from a consortium of Portuguese and French banks to pay off its debt 
to the Lisbon Treasury and raise its stake in HCB from 1 8 to 85 per- 
cent. Portugal’ s shareholding in the hydro fell to 1 5 percent under an 
accord signed by the two countries for the dam to revert to 
Mozambican ownership. 

Portuguese firm to revamp Cape Verde 
capital’s roads 

Portuguese construction firm MSF announced Friday it had signed 
a euros 11.3 million contract with Cape Verde’s Ministry of Infra- 
structures and Transports to rehabilitate the island capital’s road 
system. The revamping of Cidade da Praia’s roads, which began last 
month, is to be completed within one year, the company said in Lis- 
bon. 

Bissau welcomes EU engagement in 
military reform programme 

Guinea-Bissau’s defence minister has welcomed the European 
Union’s decision to senda 15-memberteam to help the West African 
country in its efforts to prune and reform its often restless military 
and security forces. 

Dutch to build 5-star hotels around 
historic Mozambique Island 

Dutch group African Riviera plans to build two five-star hotels 
near Mozambique Island, a World Heritage Site, in partnership with 
Mozambique’s national railway CFM-EP, a source linked to the 
project said. A World Heritage Site since 1991, Mozambique Island 
was visited by Portuguese explorer Vasco da Gama in 1498 on his 
voyage of discovery to India. 

EU sending advisers to help Bissau tackle 
drug-traffickers 

European Union member states agreed last week to dispatch a 
military and civilian team of experts to Guinea-Bissau next month to 
assist the West African state’s combat of international drugs traf- 
ficking through its poorly policed and porous frontiers. Portugal, in 
the EU’s driving seat last year, has led efforts for a European anti- 
drug trafficking mission to Guinea. 

CPLP sends mission to Timor for “rapid 
resolution” of crisis 

The CPLP Lusophone bloc said it will dispatch a diplomatic mis- 
sion to East Timor to aid efforts towards a “rapid resolution” of the 
crisis the new nation was plunged into last week after apparent as- 
sassination bids on its two leaders. In a statement after a meeting in 
Lisbon at the headquarters of the CPLP (Community of Portuguese 
Speaking Countries), Guinea-Bissau diplomat Apolinario Mendes 
de Carvalho, whose country chairs the eight-state bloc, said a delega- 
tion could be sent to Dili as early as “next week.”

New 

navigation tax 
laws for vessels 

Following the publication of a story last month which 
told of a Portuguese gentleman who paid his €300 
boat circulation tax in small coppers to protest 
against the steep increase in tax costs as well as the 
January 31 2008 deadline, which to many came as 
a surprise, much confusion has arisen as to who 
must pay what and when. 

The Algarve based yacht 
brokerage company 

Boatshed this week warned 
that many foreigners may not 
be aware of the new changes 
in the law, though different 
deadlines apply depending 
on whether it is Portuguese or 
foreign registered. 

After Boatshed Algarve 
queried with Port Authori- 
ties as to the obligations of 
foreign registered craft, it 
would appear that an am- 
nesty applies for the first 183 
days of the year. 

Boatshed’ s customers are 
already planning trips to 
Spain rather than emptying 
their piggybanks! 

After several doubts ap- 
peared, the local tax office 
was contacted and obtained 
the following information. 

F or boats with foreign reg- 
istrations, payment can only 
be made at the local tax office, 
even if boat owners have al- 
ready paid the previous IMV. 

The Internet is only avail- 
able for boats registered in 
Portugal. 

The new law has com- 
pletely eliminated the previ- 
ous one, so the 183 days of 
permanence in Portugal only 
start counting on the first day 
the new law applied (1*‘ Janu- 
ary 2008), even if the boat had 
been here already in 2007. 

Therefore, all foreign regis- 
tered boats only have to pay 
after completing the 183 days, 

2"'* July 2008. This applies to 
long-term residents also. 

All boats registered before 
1986 and/or with less than 20 
Kw power are not subject to 
this tax and do not even need 
to register for exemption. 

Russell F rancis, who owns 


Boatshed, along with brother 
Gary, says: “We try and keep 
abreast of all changes to the 
leisure boating community 
as not all ex-pats are aware of 
the tax; not all have a fiscal 
number as they may use 
their vessels as holiday 
homes. In addition to taxa- 
tion a payment to the local 
Capitania’s office is also ex- 
pected, this is called 
‘Farolagem’ or Light Dues, 
revenue raised goes towards 
maintaining lights and navi- 
gation aids”. 

According to Russell, this 
year the tax, which changes 
from year-to-year and is cal- 
culated on the length of the 
yacht, size of the engine, etc, 
has for the first time been en- 
forced to such an extent, in 
other words, authorities are 
clamping down. 

“There will be no chasing, 
but when the 183 days are up 
it will not be unlikely for 
more action to be taken”. 

This may see officials mak- 
ing impromptu visits to ma- 
rinas, drop-in inspections of 
paper work, fines, and even 
having boats confiscated. 

Where concerning Portu- 
guese registered boats, ac- 
cording to a source contacted 
by The Portugal News at the 
tax department, the new law 
that came into force has com- 
pletely abolished and replaced 
the old one, though the dead- 
line for payment has been ex- 
tended to February 25“*.

Revoked lieenees topped with two years driving ban 

n According to a new law proposal, officially announced this week, drivers who see their licences revoked 
after committing a series of serious or very serious offences (known as the ‘three strikes and out’ law) will 
additionally be made to re-sIt a driver’s test before being allowed behind the wheel again, but only after a 
two-year driving ban. 


Internal Affairs Minister Rui 
Pereira explained that this new 
law “does not mean that drivers 
will be prohibited from driving 
forever”. 

“The revoeation isn’t eternal”, 
he said, explaining, “revoked li- 
censes are annulled and therefore 
anyone who has their licence re- 
voked must re-sit a driver’ s exam 
to obtain a new one. However, in 
these circumstances, that may 
only be done two years after the 
licence is revoked”. 

Minister Pereira defended the 
need for a “rehabilitation period” 
for offending drivers, though 
revocations can be contested in 
court. 

Under the new law, licences 
will be revoked after drivers com- 
mit five offences categorised be- 
tween serious and very serious, 
in as many years, or three very 
serious offences in three years. 

Offences classified by law as 
‘very serious’ include stopping 
or parking on roads outside ur- 
banised areas (i.e. on motorways 
orplaces ofpoor visibility), park- 
ing on roads at night, blinding 
other drivers, disrespecting com- 
pulsory stop signs, driving under 
the influence of drugs, alcohol, 
and other intoxicating sub- 
stances (tranquilisers, stimulat- 
ing medicines, etc. . .), and aban- 
doning the vehicle in case of an 
accident, amongst others. 

Driving with between 0.5 and 
0.8 grams of alcohol per litre of 
blood (0.5 being the maximum 
tolerated by law), parking on 
pedestrian crossings, and sur- 
passing speed limits by more 
than 30km/hour outside urban 
areas, are all included under of- 
fences considered ‘ serious ’ . 

Under the current road code, 
the same licence revocation sys- 
tem is in force, though no time- 
limitations are stipulated. 

This latest news on the im- 
pending law changes comes in the 
wake of a statement made by the 
State Secretary for Civil Protec- 
tion, Jose Miguel Medeiros, that 
in the past three years just nine 
licences were officially revoked. 


Secretary Medeiros went as 
far as admitting the current road 
law was not working properly, 
and that the new laws did not 
mean “an alteration to existing 
sanctioning systems, but the cer- 


tainty that offenders will be ac- 
cordingly punished”. 

These latest propositions for 
the Portuguese road code have, 
however, received a share of criti- 
cism. Some have pointed out that 


changes are not needed, just the 
improvement of conditions for 
better fiscal system, whilst oth- 
ers point the finger at the govern- 
ment’ s ‘rushed’ decision to fin- 
ish off DGV offices.

One in 20 
drive drugged 

F ive in every hundred peo- 
ple are said to drive under the 
effeets of illieit substances, lat- 
est police records have 
shown. 

Despite new laws intro- 
duced six months ago which 
states drug tests should only 
be used in case of accidents or 
strong evidence of the driver 
being under the influence, 90 
out of 1 ,867 tests between the 
1 5* of August and 3 of De- 
cember had a positive result. 

President of the ANSR 
(Road Safety National Au- 
thority), Paulo Marques, said 
the numbers were in line with 
expectations, when based on 
figures compared with the au- 
topsies (from car accidents) 
carried out by the National 
Medicine Institute (INML) in 
2006. 

All results obtained from 
the security entities (GNR 
and PSP) are preliminary, and 
are only confirmed after a 
driver, who has had a positive 
result on the saliva sampling 
kit, tests positive at a hospi- 
tal after undergoing urine and 
blood sampling. 


K ris Mole, a 24- 
year-old English 
teacher from 
Southwick, took 
his ordinary life 
and turned it upside down by 
doing something completely 
extraordinary in the name of 
cancer research; his aim, to visit 
every capital in the European 
Union without a single cent in his 
pocket. Last week Kris arrived in 
Lisbon. This is his story so far, 
the story of Kris Mole’s ‘Great 
Euro Freebie Challenge ’ . 

Kris’s “one-man European 
blag” is now more than half way 
through. With ten capitals left to 
visit, he has spent the past four 
months penniless, often freezing, 
generally starving, and, in a nut- 
shell, winging his way around 
Europe. 

Through his blog and 
webpage, he has raised £1,243 
(about €1 ,700) for the Cancer Re- 
search charity ft ompeople spon- 
soring his “crazy challenge”. 

Not a single cent is used for his 
own comfort. No, that would be 
far too easy. 

“I won’t return to England 
until I’ve visited every single EU 
capital on the continent. Obvi- 
ously, with no money, it means 
that food and accommodation 
aren’t going to come easy. 

“Also trying to get from place 
to place will be amission. I ’ m cur- 
rently well into the challenge, and 
I’m starving, freezing, and suf- 
fering. But meeting amazing peo- 
ple too”, he says. 

During his stay in Lisbon, Kris 
was hosted by a Romanian cou- 
ple and a Spanish household. 

“As for Portugal, I love it” he 
says. “The laidback approach to 
life is great, as well as the polite- 
ness and manners of the people. 
They seem a bit miserable at first 
glance, but once you get talking 
to them, they’re so friendly”. 

So why did Kris decide to take 
off on this madman mission? 

On his (extremely entertain- 
ing) blog, he writes, “Tired of 
doing nothing worthwhile with 
my life, I decided I wanted to make 
a difference. I chose Cancer Re- 
search as my cause and set up the 
sponsorship page”. 

Kris ’ s aunt, to whom his chal- 
lenge is dedicated, passed away 
last November after a battle with 
the disease. She had received 
chemotherapy at the start of her 
nephew ’ s challenge . 

“I’m sure thatnearly everyone 
of you knows at least one person 
affected by the disease. Let’ s try 
and make a difference, so that 
when we’re older and our kids are 


older that things will be better for 
them with regards to the dangers 
of cancer”, Kris reasons. 

He soon hopes to reach the 
£2,000 sponsorship mark, which 
will all be donated to Cancer Re- 
search. 

Paris has been settled on as his 
next stop. 

After trying to set up a meet- 
ing with officials from a UK low- 
cost airline at Lisbon airport, in 
the hope of bagging a free flight 
to Paris, and getting nowhere, the 
train is starting to look like an 
impending certainty. 

First up, however, is a quick 
stop in Oporto, where he will be 
taken in by more Spanish ac- 
quaintances of his hosts in Lis- 
bon. 

He says, “I set Tuesday as my 
date for leaving Lisbon. From 
Oporto I’ll make my way along 
the north of Spain, through 
Galicia, then the Basque country, 
and on to France”. 

After travelling thousands of 
kilometres ticketless and penni- 
less (not even a credit card for 
back-up) the strain of trying to 
travel invisably is starting to take 
its toll. Catching a train from Por- 
tugal to France is not an appeal- 
ing prospect. 

“I don’ t feel like getting on any 
train without a ticket at the mo- 
ment. I’m getting tired of feeling 
like the hunted, listening to the 
footsteps of the guard making his 
way towards me, under the curi- 
ous gaze of all the other passen- 
gers in the carriage. If I don’t find 
a solution, then obviously that’ s 
the way it’ s going to be, but if you 
don’t ask, you don’t get” Kris 
writes in his blog, referring to his 
hope of a free flight. 

Whilst in Lisbon Kris visited 
Benfica’ s ‘Stadium of Light’ (af- 
ter slipping through an open 
door), saw the Docas and Expo 
(but didn’t go on a cable car be- 
cause he has no money, but ‘im- 
agines the views are really nice ’), 
and travelled on the tube (with a 
donated day ticket from one ofhis 
Spanish hosts). 

“Travelling on the tube in Lis- 
bon gives you the feeling you’ve 
gone below the surface and dis- 
covered a mystical, magical un- 
derground world inhabited solely 
by hobbits. Seriously, the Portu- 
guese are extremely tiny peo- 
ple!”.

And whilst women generally 
opt for liposuction or breast im- 
plants, the man’ s aesthetic inter- 
vention of choice appears to be 
the ‘nose job’. 

According to specialist Vitor 
Santos F erreira, head of the Na- 
tional Board for Plastic Sur- 
geons, in Portugal the most

He further explains that men 
opt for plastic surgery due to

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ASAE seize four tons of “off 
products” 



ASAE health and safety inspectors 
said this week they have seized four 
tonnes of frozen “luxury” food 
merchandise in Matosinhos. 


F atima Arauj o, regional direc- 
tor of ASAE in the north, claimed 
these products were well past 
their sell by date, some dating 
back to 2002 or 2003 . 

The food originated from 
France, Germany andNew Zea- 
land and was stored in “ware- 
house fridges” at Docapesca of 
Matosinhos. 

The merchandise belonged to 
three companies whose names 
were not revealed. 


The 3,875 kilos of merchan- 
dise included mushrooms, sau- 
sages, ham, pate, ice cream, snails, 
pork, duck and mackerel. 

The process for the Public 
Prosecutor was handed in by 
ASAE on Wednesday after a 
summarized report was com- 
pleted. 

Fatima Araujo says the sei- 
zure of the merchandise was only 
possible after a tip off was given 
to ASAE. 


Showbiz kids not approved 
by protection committees 


In 2006, only four requests 
were made to Portugal’s vari- 
ous child protection commit- 
tees to obtain authorisation for 
an under- 1 6 to work in show- 
business, despite this official 
permission being compulsory 
by law. 

Children under the age of 1 6 
and who want to participate in 
shows or advertising may only 
do so with an official permit 
from their local Child and Y outh 
Protection Committee, from 
their area of residence. 

Even so, according to official 
figures, in 2006 only four re- 
quests were made despite the 
high number of underage chil- 
dren that work or collaborate as 
actors, singers, extras, musi- 
cians or models. 

A law instigated in 2004 
states that any agency or pro- 
motional company looking to 
use a child in their campaigns or 
shows, whether cultural, artis- 
tic or for publicity, must first 


apply for permission from the 
child’ s local protection commit- 
tee. 

After carrying out a study in 
2004, the Ministry for Em- 
ployment discovered that at 
least one in three children work- 
ing in the arts, principally in TV, 
frequently missed their school 
lessons, whilst 20 per cent had 
flunked a school year at least 
once. 

Forty per cent of that 20 per 
cent admit failing due to their ar- 
tistic career, justifying bad 
grades by having missed too 
many lessons and not having 
time to study. 

Special attention is given to 
children working in circuses, as 
these are the youths who have 
most difficulties in reconciling 
their artistic career with school. 

Of an estimated five per cent 
of children in the arts and who 
do not receive schooling, almost 
all of them belong to circus 
troupes.

Rotweiller attacks on people rising 


Considered by Portuguese law 
as a ‘potentially dangerous’ 
breed, there have been, over the 
past 12 months, five attacks by 
Rotweillers in Portugal, all sepa- 
rate incidents, one of which left a 
60-year-old woman dead. A sixth 
attack took place this week, in 
Louie when ababy was left fight- 
ing for her life after a gruesome 
attack. 

In this latest incident a 20- 
month-old girl was left critically 
injured after being mauled by the 
family’s pet Rotweiller, which 
was allegedly ‘irritated’ by the 
child ’scrying. 

In January 2007, in Valen9a, 
three school children and a school 
worker were attacked by a 
Rotweiller, which left all three in 
need of hospital treatment. 

A 60-year-old woman was rav- 
aged to death by a pack of four 
Rotweiller cross-breeds in March 
2007, in Casal de Granja, Sintra. 
Just one month later, in April 2007, 
a 47-year-old woman was seri- 
ously injured after being attacked 
by a dog of the same breed. 

A nine-year-old girl and her 41- 
year-old father from Ronfe, 
Guimaraes, were treated in hos- 
pital for Rotweiller bites in July, 
and, a month before, in June, a 
similar incident involving two 
children fromBoiao,Valen9a, left 
one of the children in need of 32 
stitches to the head. 

The current law states that the 
owners of some animals consid- 
ered to be dangerous, must be 
subjected to exams of physical 
and psychological aptitude as 
well as have a clean criminal 
record in order to own one. 

To own a ‘dangerous dog’ the 
candidate must be over 18 and 
apply to their local council for a 
permit, putting forward the ap- 
titude certificates, proof of resi- 
dence, and a copy of their crimi- 
nal record. 

Those disobeying compul- 


sory requisites could be fined 
between€500 and €44,890, with 
a 30 per cent augment in the case 
ofreoccurrences. 


In Portugal there are seven dog 
breeds considered to be danger- 
ous; the Brazilian ‘fila’ dog, the 
Argentinean Dogue, the pit bull 


terrier, the Rotweiller, the Ameri- 
can Staffordshire terrier, the Staf- 
fordshire bull terrier, and the 
Japanese Tosa Inu.

Reporting Foreign Financial Accounts 


Treasury Department Form 90-22.1 is an annual filing requirement for every U.S. citizen or resident 
alien, partnership, corporation, estate or trust that maintains a financial interest in or signature authority 
over financial accounts based in one or more foreign countries, if the aggregate of the account(s) 
exceeds $1 0,000 at any time during the calendar year. 


Financial interests are deemed 
to inelude those in names ofnomi- 
nees, agents and trusts if the ben- 
efieial interest in the trust ex- 
eeeds 50% in eorpus or ineome, 
aeeount(s) in the name of a for- 
eign eorporation where the tax- 


payer has a 50% or greater own- 
ership; shareholders, offieers or 
direetors of foreign eorporations; 
partners in foreign partnerships; 
grantors of foreign trusts; orben- 
efieiaries of foreign estates or 
trusts. 


An exeeption to the filing re- 
quirement is in respeet to U.S. 
military banking faeilities lo- 
eated in foreign eountries or ae- 
eounts loeated in Guam, Puerto 
Rieo or the U.S. Virgin Islands.

EU employment rate up to 66%, 
despite eeonomie slowdown 


Analysis of reeent Eurostat 
figures in a new report released 
this week eonfirms the ongoing 
steady improvement in the Eu- 
ropean labour market. As a re- 
sult, total employment reaehed 
223 million, refleeting an annual 
inerease of over 3 . 5 million and 
an inerease of over 800,000 from 
the previous quarter. 

The EU labour market has 
eontinued to benefit from 
healthy levels of eeonomie 
growth and ongoing eonfidenee 
of firms, as well as improve- 
ments resulting frompast strue- 
tural reforms, the report, pub- 
lished by the European Com- 
mission reveals. 

Year-on-year employment 
growth rose to a robust 1 .7 per- 
eent in the third quarter of 2007, 
returning to the reeent peak 


fleets eontinued strong demand 
for new workers, despite a mod- 
erate slowdown in eeonomie 
growth to 3.0 pereent. 

Employment growth eontinues 
to be driven in partieular by im- 
proved reeent labour market per- 
formanees in Germany and Po- 
land, and eontinuing firm employ- 
ment growth in Spain. At the same 
time, strong employment expan- 
sion eontinues in most of the new 
Member States (with the exeep- 
tion of Hungary). 

Refleeting the improvement in 
labour market eonditions, by the 
third quarter of 2007, the overall 
EU employment rate had in- 
ereased to 66 pereent, up from 65 
pereent one year earlier 

Unemployment rates have 
fallen to levels not seen sinee the 
early 1 990s.

Failure to file this form ean 
subjeet the taxpayer to eivil or 
eriminal penalties. Followingthe 
enaetment of the American Jobs 
Creation Act of 2004, Congress 
imposed a $10,000 penalty for 
non-willfril failure to file. If the 
failure to file is willful, the eivil 
penalty is at least $25,000. And 
if the failure to supply informa- 
tion or else file a false report is 
determined, eriminal penalties of 
up to $500,000 and imprison- 


ment up to ten years ean be im- 
posed. 

SeheduleBofForm 1040 asks 
for a listing of interest and divi- 
dend ineome items in parts I and 
II. In Part III, the filer is asked: 
‘At any time during 2007, did 
you have an interest in or a signa- 
ture or other authority over a fi- 
naneial aeeount in a foreign eoun- 
try, sueh as a bank aeeount, se- 
eurities aeeount or other fmaneial 
aeeount? See page B2 for exeep- 
tions and filing requirements for 
Form TD F 90-22.1.’ Falsely 
answering “No” to this question 
ean expose the taxpayer to erimi- 
nal proseeution. Failure to an- 
swer the question ean still lead to 
proseeution. 

Instruetions to filing the form 
provided by Internal Revenue 
Serviee are brief. But owing to 
the threat of penalties that eould 
result from earelessness in eom- 
pleting and filing Form TD F 90- 
22.1, a tax professional experi- 
eneed in the form’s intrieaeies 
should be eonsulted.

President urges more diversification of 
national economy to avoid credit crunch 



ees earn on average 40 percent 
more than those in central Portu- 
gal, while the Algarve, despite 
being some distance off the wages 
paid in the capital, is the second 
best paying region in the country. 


President Anibal Cavaco Silva of Portugal said this week 
that his country must diversify its markets to become less 
vulnerable to current international financial turmoil and 
also become less economically dependent on the 
European Union. 


Speaking in Petra at the end of 
a two-day visit to Jordan, Cavaco 
Silva predicted that Portugal will 
remain relatively immune from 
the ongoing global credit crunch 
because Lisbon has effectively di- 
versified into emerging markets 
like Angola, Russia and Saudi 
Arabia. 

Cavaco Silva, Portugal’s first 
conservative president and a 
trained economist, described the 
contacts in Jordan between a top- 
level Portuguese business delega- 
tion and local company chiefs as 
“very positive” and paving the 
way for joint ventures. 


Portuguese firms have par- 
ticular interest in Jordan’s sec- 
tors of cement, hospital equip- 
ment and management, energy 
and textiles, noted Portugal’s 
head of state. 

Before arriving in Jordan, 
Cavaco Silva made a weekend 
visit to Lebanon for talks with 
Prime Minister Fuad Saniora on 
Beirut’ s simmering political cri- 
sis. He then flew south to visit a 
1 50-strong contingent of Portu- 
guese peacekeepers serving in a 
UN mission along the border with 
Israel.

Nett earnings largely 


unehanged 

Figures released this week by 
the National Statistics Institute 
(INE) indicates that nett earnings 
of employees has been dropping 
since 2005 and almost stagnated in 
the final quarter of 2007. 

According to statistics pub- 
lished by the INE, the average sal- 
ary in Portugal’s more than four 
million employees pocket each 
month is now €720, up just one 
euro from the same period 12 
months earlier. 


The only other occasion 
where Portuguese workers re- 
corded such minimal growth was 
during the first three quarters of 
2003, a time when Portugal was 
in the midst of a recession. 

These latest figures show that 
the stagnation in the average earn- 
ings could be explained due to a 
drop in the percentage of qualified 
civil servants (with nett earnings 
of €1,671) as opposed to an in- 
crease in the number of workers 
in sales and services, where the 
average wage is €569. On a geo- 
graphical level, Lisbon employ- 


EU publishes first forecast of skill needs 


Cedefop, the European Cen- 
tre for the Development of Vo- 
cational Training, this week pre- 
sented its first forecast of skill 
needs up to the year 2015. The 
study “Future skill needs in Eu- 
rope: medium-term forecasf’ 
concludes that demand for skills 
and qualifications is being driven 
upwards in most occupations, 
including in so-called elementary 
j obs, by the continuing rise of the 
service sector and sweeping tech- 
nological and organisational 
changes. 

The forecast by Cedefop 
shows that the long transition of 
European economies away from 
the primary and manufacturing 
sectors and towards the service 
sector is not yet complete. 

The new Member States in 
particular are still going through 
the process. But the transition is 
gradual: the traditional sectors 
still employ significant numbers 
of people and will continue to do 
so in the medium term. This is the 
case in all alternative scenarios 
exploredby the forecasting exer- 
cise (from ‘optimistic’ to ‘pes- 
simistic’). 

Jan Figel’, European Com- 
missioner for Education, Train- 
ing, Culture and Youth, said: 
“The world economy is con- 
stantly changing, and so are the 
skills that people will need for 
the job market. But the question 


people ask is, which skills will 
they need? Well, I am pleased that 
today we have a study that gives 
us a clearer idea of where skills 
deficits are likely to occur in the 
years to come. With this informa- 
tion, young and old alike can as- 
sess their learning objectives, 
which will help them decide their 
training and learning needs.” 

By 20 1 5, the primary sector is 
expected to employ 10 million 
workers across Europe — down 
from 12 million in 2006 (15 mil- 
lion in 1 996) — while manufactur- 
ing will employ 34,5 million — 
down from 35 million over the 
same period (3 8 million in 1996). 

But services are where the real 
growth is, a situation which is 
strongly reflected in Portugal. 
The economy as a whole will 
generate more than 13 million 
new jobs by 20 1 5 — despite the 
loss of well over 2 million jobs in 
the primary sector and half a mil- 
lion in manufacturing. Transport 
and distribution, including tour- 
ism, will create 3 . 5 million addi- 
tional jobs, while business and 
various services offer the best 
employment prospects in the 
medium term, generating 9 mil- 
lion new jobs by 2015. Another 
3 million additional jobs will be 
created in education, health and 
social work. 

Even more significant in its im- 
pact than the continuing shift to 


the service sector is the grow- 
ing requirement of skills and 
qualifications at all levels. The 
demand for high skills has not 
yet peaked. Today, 80 out of 
210 million European workers 
are in highly- skilled, non- 
manual jobs and this high pro- 
portion is expected to rise fur- 
ther. 

Between 2006 and 2015, Eu- 
rope will gain 12.5 million addi- 
tional jobs at the highest quali- 
fication level and 9 . 5 million at 
the medium level (especially 
vocational qualifications). But 
jobs for workers with low quali- 
fications will decline by 8 . 5 mil- 
lion. Even jobs for unskilled 
manual workers are demanding 
more qualifications, while 
skilled manual workers will in- 
creasingly need medium-level 
qualifications. 

This has serious implications 
for employment. A shrinking 
population implies a continuing 
need to replace workers, even in 
declining sectors and occupa- 
tions. But with skill require- 
ments increasing dramatically, 
the new workers will need 
higher qualifications to perform 
“the same job”. 

The study covers 25 member 
states of the European Union 
(Bulgaria and Romania are not 
covered), plus Norway and 
Switzerland.

Imad Mughniyeh didn’t have long to be surprised, for the 
bomb that exploded in the car parked next to his 
undoubtedly killed him in less than a second. He wouldn’t 
have been surprised anyway: as the special operations 
chief of Hezbollah’s secretive military wing, the Islamic 
Resistance, he would not have been expecting to die in 
bed. But he may have had just enough time to wonder who 
finally got him. 


In the normal course of events, 
the assassination of a terrorist 
leader would be a one-day news 
event in the Middle East. 
(Mughniyeh organised the hi- 
jacking of an American airliner 
in 1985, and was suspected of 
involvement in the bombing of 
Israeli and Jewish targets in 
Argentina in the 1990s.) What 
made it a bit different was that 
Mughniyeh was killed in Da- 
mascus. 

Normally, this kind of stuff — 
targeted assassinations, bomb- 
ings both by suicide and by 
airplane, military raids, etc. — 
is confined to Israel and the Is- 
raeli-occupied Palestinian terri- 
tories, although it frequently 
reaches into Lebanon and much 
less often into Jordan. For it to 
happen in the Syrian capital, 
however, means that the rules 
have changed — or at least, 
thafs how some people will 
choose to interpret it. 

Hassan Nasrallah, the leader 
of Hezbollah, automatically 
blamed Israel for the blast that 
killed Mughniyeh, and told a 
huge crown of Lebanese Shias 
who attended his funeral in 
south Beirut that by attacking 
him in Damascus the Israelis 
had changed the rules. They had 
extended the conflict beyond the 
customary borders, and hence- 
forward Hezbollah would do the 
same. 

‘‘Zionists, if you want this 
sort of open war, then let the 
whole world hear, so be it!” 
Nasrallah told the crowd, imply- 
ing (without actually 

saying) that Israeli and per- 
haps even Jewish people and in- 
stitutions worldwide would 
now be regarded by Hezbollah 
as legitimate targets. The Israel 
government, meanwhile, de- 
nies responsibility for 
Mughniyeh’s killing (though 
even in Israel not many people 
believe it). 

Syria’s foreign minister, 
Walid al-Moualem, swore to 
track the perpetrators down, 
pointing out that “The fighter 
Imad Mughniyeh was the target 
of lots of intelligence agencies.” 
He did rather telegraph the con- 
clusions of his investigation, 
however, by asserting that 
Mughniyeh’s death had “assas- 
sinated all efforts for peace” be- 
tween Syria and Israel. 

Business as usual in the Mid- 
dle East, then, including the 
usual rhetoric of conviction 
when admissions of ignorance 
would be more in order. 

F or example, it is by no means 
certain that Israel organised 
Mughniyeh’s death. It could 
have been the United States. 

Imad Mughniyeh has been on 
the US government’s list of 
“Most Wanted Terrorists” since 
it was first compiled, and has 
been accused of being the mas- 
termind behind the suicide 
bombing that killed 241 US 
Marines in a barracks in Beirut 
in 1983 (though he would only 
have been 21 at the time). 

A September, 2006 article in 
the “New Yorker” alleged that 


US hit teams were actively try- 
ing to track him down. 

So maybe it was the US, in 
which case Nasrallah was bark- 
ing up the wrong tree — or 
maybe it really was the Israelis, 
in which case the question be- 
comes: why now? Just because 
they finally got a fix on him? But 
Mughniyeh’s big successes 
were far behind him, in the 80s 
and early 90s, and the Israelis 
are too sophisticated to buy into 
the Hollywood notion of a ter- 
rorist “mastermind” who is so 
vital to the conduct of operations 
that his death would make a big 
difference. 

Assuming that it was the Is- 
raelis, and assuming also that 
they are not stupid, why would 
they kill Mughniyeh in Damas- 
cus (which genuinely does trans- 
gress the unwritten Arab-Israeli 
rules about where this sort of 
killing is permissible)? Could 
it be that they were trying to push 
Hezbollah into the kind of re- 
sponse that Hassan Nasrallah 
actually gave? 

Hezbollah has prospered 
mightily since its successful re- 
sistance to the Israeli army in 
southern Lebanon in 2006. Lur- 
ing it into terrorist attacks on ci- 
vilian Israeli and Jewish targets 
overseas could only serve to dis- 
credit it in the eyes of those in 
the West who might be tempted 
to talk to it, and even in the eyes 
of some Arabs. Are the Israeli 
intelligence services clever and 
subtle enough to think this 
thought? Is the Pope a Catholic? 

And what about Nasrallah? 
Was he actually declaring a 
jihad against Jews all over the 
world? Well, no, actually. He 
seemed to be saying what the 
crowd at Imad Mughniyeh’ s fu- 
neral obviously wanted to hear, 
but he left his real options en- 
tirely open. He, too, has been in 
this game long enough to under- 
stand that the goal of the other 
side is not so much to hurt you 
as to push you into mistakes that 
will damage your cause. 

We shall have to wait and see, 
but I would be very surprised if 
Hezbollah now launched a ter- 
rorist campaign against Jewish 
targets outside the Middle East. 
This is a game in which people 
die from time to time, but it is 
fundamentally about influenc- 
ing the popular perception of 
your cause at home and abroad.

Mars attack! 


According to a source of 
Lisbon Mayor Antonio Cos- 
ta’s office, “a proposal has 
been put forward to change 
the location of some of the 
existing 21 radars, as well as 
to buy new ones”. 

A committee created to 
accompany the progress 
and effects of the radars de- 
vised this proposal after 
meeting last week. 

Whether or not radars 
will be re-positioned or new 


ones purchased depends 
solely on the city’s finances. 

Coordinated by the city 
councilor for mobility, 
Marcos Perestrello, the com- 
mittee further comprises the 
municipal director for Road 
Safety and Traffic, the head 
of the city police, a sub-com- 
missioner of the PSP police 
road brigade, and National 
Road and Vehicle safety rep- 
resentatives, amongst others. 

A petition has also been 


started to raise the maxi- 
mum speed limit from 50 to 
80 kilometers per hour. 

The 21 radars have been 
functioning since July lO*** 
last year. From July until 
December, city police con- 
firmed 261,728 people were 
caught speeding by the 
cameras, the majority of 
which occurred in the 
Marques tunnel, where 
60,860 speeders were 
caught. 


Lisbon creates parking for 
motorbikes and bicyeles 


Lisbon City Hall has ap- 
proved a proposal from the PCP 
(Portuguese Communist Party) 
that stipulates the creation of 
parking spaces for two- 
wheeled vehicles at car parks 
located in the vicinity of public 


transport, parks, gardens, shop- 
ping centres and municipal 
parks. 

Municipal park regulations 
are to be changed to allow dis-

ing passengers feel safer. 

The surveillanee system al- 
lows the driver to see what is hap- 
pening as it is happening, in any 


earriage, and has a direct contact 
line to loeal poliee authorities. 

In the case of an alarm or if 
alerted by workers on the trains 
(i.e. seeurity guards, inspeetors, 
etc), the driver eanreeord in real 
time any incident that should oe- 
eur. 

Henee CP can supply police 
authorities with any evidenee 
they should need to resolve and 
hopefully diminish cases of 
erime and vandalism on trains.

The extent of unity in 
prayer is shown by the fact 
that meetings will begin at sun- 
rise in Tonga and finish only 
with sunset in neighbouring 
Western Samoa, after there 
have been meetings in over 170 
countries. 

In the Algarve, there will be 
prayer at the Carvoeiro Tennis 
Club at 6pm, which will bring 
together women, men and 
young people from every back- 
ground and a wide range of 
Christian traditions. 

Many women of Guyana 
still bear the marks of those 
who experienced and fought 
against slavery and the system 
of indentured labour, with the 
imperialism and discrimina- 
tion which that involved. 

In recent years, women in 
Guyana have been Prime Min- 
ister, President, Chief Justice 
and Director General of the 
Foreign Affairs Ministry, as 
well as holding many other sen- 
ior positions at home and in in- 
ternational organisations. 
However, domestic violence 
and human trafficking remain 
problems in the country.

Bruno Paulino, victim of the 
car crash, is claiming€750,000 in 
compensation from the INEM 
and the insurance company 
F idelidade Mondial after he was 
left permanently paralysed over 
85 percent of his body. The ve- 
hicle he was travelling in was 
completely destroyed. 

On Tuesday, the second day 
of the INEM drivers’ trial, the 
public prosecutor in his final 
statements said “both drivers are 
to blame” mentioning “two mis- 
takes made the accident possi- 
ble”. 

Joao Paulo Bota, prosecutor, 
explained that the INEM driver 
should have slowed down at the 


lights when they were red, only 
resuming his emergency service 
after taking these precautionary 
measures. He questioned if train- 
ing was provided to the drivers. 

The prosecutor also attributed 
some blame to the victim, al- 
though it was proven in court the 
lights were green when Bruno 
Paulino entered the EN125. “I 
don’t understand how he didn’t 
hear the siren, nor did he see the 
lights and not give priority to the 
ambulance” said Joao Paulo Bota. 
He finished his statements by 
suggesting a fine for the defend- 
ant. 

The court has said it will make 
its ruling on 14* March.

Council employee goes on holiday amidst 
child abuse suspicions 


A Portimao City Hall em- 
ployee who is waiting to be 
heard in court regarding allega- 
tions that he sexually abused a 
minor, has on holiday from his 
j ob in the ‘ Construction W orks 
and General Services’ depart- 
ment. 

Reports claim the man was 
surprised by P J police while at 
the home he shares with his 
parents in Ferragudo. 

He was taken to the PJ’s 
criminal investigation head- 
quarters in Portimao, where he 


was questioned about allegations 
of molesting a ten-year-old child, 
the daughter of a friend. 

After hours of interrogation, 
the 30-year old man was released 
on bail. 

An initial hearing is yet to be 
scheduled by a Portimao crimi- 
nal judge. As a source from 
Portimao’s courthouse ex- 
plained, the man was not imme- 
diately put before a judge, as “he 
had not been detained by the pub - 
lie prosecutor”. 

“After the judge has seen the 


case, he or she will schedule a 
judicial interrogation and then 
decide what measures, if any, 
should be applied”, the source 
said. 

It is said that the minor in 
question confirmed the abuse to 
a child psychologist from 
Portimao’s Child and Youth 
Protection Committee, and that 
another family friend has in- 
formed the committee of the 
suspect’s criminal past, which 
allegedly included a case of 
abuse on an eight-year old.

Cod. Brandade, Glazed witli 
Red Peppers 


(This dish works equally well 
with salmon or haddock) . Ask the 
fishmonger to skin whichever 
type of fillet you choose. 

Prep time: 15 minutes Cook- 
ing time : 1 0 minutes 
Ingredients (Serves two) 

200g fresh raw cod fillet, 
skinned and flaked 
8-10 fresh basil leaves, tom 
1 garlic clove, peeled and 
chopped 
1 0ml olive oil 
lemonjuice 

1 OOg hot mashed potatoes 
20ml double cream 
15g unsalted butter 
l/2tsp freshly grated nutmeg 
1 red pepper, stalk removed, 
halved and deseeded 

1 bay leaf 

2 sprigs fresh thyme, stalks 
removed 

Salt and freshly ground black 


pepper 

Pinch caster sugar 
2tbsp water 
2 slices Cheddar cheese 
Pinch paprika 
1 baguette 
To prepare: 

Preheat the oven to 200C/fan 
180C/Gas 4. In a pestle and mor- 
tar, pound together the cod, basil, 
garlic, one teaspoon of the olive oil 
and a dash of lemon juice until it 
forms a paste. Alternatively, blitz 
in a blender or food processor. 

Turn into a bowl and add the 
hotmashedpotatoes, cream, but- 
ter and nutmeg. Beat to combine 
and set aside. 

Heat the remaining olive oil in 
an ovenproof frying pan with a 
lid, and when very hot, add the 
red pepper, together with the 
bay leaf, thyme, seasoning and 
sugar. 


Once the peppers have 
slightly browned, after 3-4 min- 
utes, add the water to create 
steam. Cover immediately with 
a lid and put straight into the 
preheated oven for two min- 
utes. 

Remove from the oven and fill 
each pepper half with the fish 
paste. Cover with a thin slice of 
cheese and sprinkle with paprika. 

Return to the hot oven and 
bake for a further 12 minutes. 
Preheat the grill until hot. Cut the 
baguette in half lengthways and 
toast under the preheated grill 
until golden brown. 

Serve the peppers with the 
toasted baguette.

The Notions of Paul 
Joseph’ 

SIR, The financing of Hitler’s 
WWII war machine by the Bank 
of England and Wall Street is far 
from being a “notion” of mine 
(Norman Walker letter, Feb. 16) 

When Germany invaded 
Czechoslovakia in September 
1938 the Bank of England seized 
the assets of the Czech National 
Bank, which at that time were de- 
posited at Threadneedle Street, 
London. The then Governor of the 
Bank of England, Sir Montagu 
Norman, subsequently trans- 
ferred £6 million of Czech gold 
deposits to Germany - an act that 
had the full backing of the US F ed- 
eralReserve Bank and Wall Street. 
Together, these three organisa- 
tions had also previously colluded 
in making £80 million available to 
Hitler in the form of a loan to help 
finance Germany’s rearmament 
programme. 

This arbitrary act of handing 
over Czech gold deposits to Hit- 
ler caused uproar in the House of 
Commons. On September 17th., 
1 940, the MP William Gallagher 
asked the Chancellor, Sir Kingsley 
Wood: “ Does the right honour- 
able gentleman remember the 
words of the Prime Minister, that 
the gold sentby MontaguNorman 
to Germany would come back in 
the form ofbombs; and in view of 
the correctness of that prophecy 
is it not about time to put an end 
to this bank?" 

Turning to my comments on the 
Holocaust, I would refer Mr. 
Walker to the Jewish Almanac, 
which is published every year by 
the Jewish Central Board ofDepu- 
ties in New York. It contains 
records of all Jewish affairs from 
all over the world. In 1 93 8 it gave 
the Jewish population of the 
worldat 15,500,000. In 1948 the 
reported figure had increased to 


1 8,700,000. This is over the time 
the Nazis were supposed to have 
killed sixmillion Jews. Once some- 
one can explain to me how 1 5 mil- 
lion Jews could produce over nine 
million in such a short space of 
time, I might begin to believe that 
the Holocaust did in fact occur.

Re: Holocaust 
Remembrance Day 

SIR, John Clare disagrees with 
Pat Westheimer about the need for 
a Holocaust Remembrance Day 
and I tend to agree with him. How- 
ever, sixty odd years on, as the last 
surviving witnesses die off, efforts 
increase to airbrush away the ter- 
rible events of the years the Nazis 
were in power. 

Irrespective of the nationalities 
ofthe victims or whatpropaganda 
use the Jews may be making it, that 
is no excuse to forget one of the 
most carefully planned andmeticu- 
lously organisedmass extermina- 
tion of people of many nationali- 
ties in history, particularly those 
of Jewish extraction. And planned 
itcertainly was. Hitlerpromisedon 
more than one occasion that, if ever 
he became leader, he would rid 
Germany of the Jews and before 
Germany was defeated, there is 
ample evidence that another 
twenty countries cooperated in 
deporting indigenous Jews - all 
carefully documented in the usual 
efficient Nazi way. 

The revised number murdered 
at Auschwitz (apparently down 
from 4 million to 1.3 million) 
maybe because Auschwitz was 
a labour camp, where fit prison- 
ers were literally worked and 
starved to death. When new ar- 
rivals had been stripped of any- 
thing of value (including their 
hair), children, the elderly and the 
unfit were transferred to the ad- 
joining camp, Birkenau 


(Auschwitz 2) where, from 1 943 
onwards, gassed victims were 
cremated on an industrial scale. 

Here is an item that makes the 
International Tracing Service fig- 
ures of 135,000 ‘of whom 3,000 
were Jews’ looklike amisprint: “In 
the six storerooms that remained, 
the Soviets discovered 348,820 
men’s suits, 836,255 women’s 
coats and more than seven tons of 
humanhair . . . .”! am surprisedthat 
some holocaust denier hasn’ t seen 
that as proof that the inmates were 
gainfully employed as tailors and 
hairdressers.

fact, see several more strays, cats 
and dogs, scavenging around the 
refuse bins. We had not wit- 
nessed this before. 

I don’t know what happened 
to the little dog ... it’s probably 
dead, because no one cared. If I 
could have got near it, I would 
have found a way to bring it home . 
As it was, I had to leave it behind 
and pray that someone kind 
might take pity. I have worried 
about it ever since. 

Perhaps it’ s time for local poli- 
ticians to get their heads together, 
sort out the problem with the 
strays and prevent further suffer- 
ing to animals. Offering a free 
neutering service is a good start 
and educating children in schools 
by promoting animal welfare is 
another possibility. Prosecuting 
people, where there is evidence 
of neglect and cruelty would also 
be a good thing. Animal cruelty 
is worldwide, as we know, but as 
long as there are measures put in 
place to reduce this, then fewer 
animals will suffer.

Algarve becoming a concrete 
jungle

shopped at the Algarve Shopping 
Centre [Guia] for a few years and 
always, found it to be clean, well 
organised with a good selection 


of quality retail outlets. We are 
therefore amazed that planning 
approval has been granted for a 
larger Mall to be built almost 
opposite! The customer base has 
not doubled and this can only re- 
sult in a considerable loss ofbusi- 
ness to all concerned. 

The comments of the Mayor 
of Albufeira are predictable and 
pathetic “it’s not my fault, I 
would never have allowed it, the 
previous party is to blame”. This 
is the same ‘claptrap’ used by the 
President of Portimao Camara to 
try and justify the erection of 
four, 17 storey towers at 
Castelos da Rocha, which fly in 
the face of common sense not to 
mention the 1991 planning legis- 
lation, along with other well docu- 
mented objections.

There have been recent reports of 
the downturn in room occu- 
pancy in the Algarve, with Praia 
da Rocha suffering a 40% drop.

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Sorry, can you say liiat again? 

We’re more likely to mend a TV or fix a leaky tap than we are to get our hearing tested, according to new research compiled for Hearing Clearer Month this January. 
We reveal how to spot if you’ve got a problem and what you can do to protect your ears from further damage. 



If you constantly find people 
just don’t speak elearly enough 
these days, and you struggle to 
hear people during noisy parties 
you’re not alone. But the prob- 
lem may lie at your door; it eould 
be your hearing letting you down. 

Around nine million people 
suffer from hearing loss, yet most 
eonsider even simple household 
DIY problems more important to 
tackle before getting help, ac- 
eording to newreseareh. 

Few have hearing tests - less 
than 10% had a test in the last year 
- while only one in three who 
eould benefit from a hearing aid 
have one. 

The national neglect of one of 
our key senses may leave many 
people unneeessarily leading iso- 
lated, diffieult lives and prone to 
assoeiated symptoms like de- 
pression says audiologist 
Heather Pitehford of David 
Ormerod Hearing Centres. 

Y et the eompany ’ s researeh to 


markHearing Clearer Awareness 
Month in January found people 
are seven times more likely to 
eheek their teeth than their hear- 
ing, and would give priority to 
sorting out a faulty television or 
leaky tap rather than arranging a 
hearing test. 

Pitehford says: “It’s stagger- 
ing, butbeeause hearing loss ean 
be gradual over years, an enor- 
mous number of people are eom- 
pletely unaware they have a 
problem. They’ve simply be- 
eome used to impaired hearing. 

“There will be signs if it’ s se- 
vere. They may start to limit their 
life to exelude soeial aetivities that 
make them feel uncomfortable or 
even depressed beeause they 
ean ’t hear properly - like going to 
the einema, playing sport or even 
give up at work. But many won ’ t 
eonseiously put those life-limit- 
ing deeisions down to their hear- 
ing problems.” 

Another signifieant propor- 


tion refuse to admit or faee hear- 
ing loss, viewing it as an unwel- 
eome sign of ageing. 

“Some people are too embar- 
rassed, or sometimes frightened 
to faee the faet that they ean’t 
hear properly. They’ll make ex- 
euses - saying that other people 
mumble or don’t talk elearly, or 
that too mueh noise around them 
makes it diffieult for them to 
hear,” she adds. 

“It’s often a partner or friend 
that pushes someone to do some- 
thing about their hearing problem, 
beeause they are being driven 
mad by the person continually 
saying ‘pardon’ or asking them 
to repeat things.” 

Over half of all people aged 
over 60 are hard ofhearing or deaf, 
and it is the most eommon 
ehronie eondition in older people 
after arthritis andbloodpressure. 
The problem eosts the UK £13.5 
billion in lost earnings each year. 

Dr Mark Downs, exeeutive 


direetor of technology and enter- 
prise for the RNID (The Royal 
National Institute for Deaf and 
Hard of Hearing People), is eall- 
ing for increased funding for vital 
researeh to prevent or treat hear- 
ing loss. 

He believes that: “The eost to 
people’ s quality of life from hear- 
ing loss is immeasurable. And 
with an ageing population and 
high levels of soeial noise, the 
problem is set to inerease.” 

There are many eauses ofhear- 
ing loss, resulting from damage or 
disruption to any part of the hear- 
ing system. These range from 
wax bloeking the ear eanal, eaus- 
ing a temporary problem, to age- 
related ehanges to the sensory 
eells of the coehlea 
(presbyaeusis), otoselerosis, a 
eondition in whieh the ossieles of 
the middle ear harden andbeeome 
less mobile, through to head in- 
jury or brain damage. 

Certain drugs, sueh as some

permanent hearing loss. At high 
doses, aspirin is thought to cause 
temporary tinnitus - a persistent 
ringing in the ears. 

Treatment depends on the 
cause. Infections or blockages of 
the ear can be treated and cleared, 
eardrums can be repaired surgi- 
cally, and ossicles affected by 
otosclerosis can be replaced with 
artificial bones. 

If there is no cure for the hear- 
ing loss - as with age related loss, 
a hearing aid can be the answer. It

Excessive noise is an impor- 
tant cause of particular pattern of 
hearing loss, contributing to 
problems for up to 50% of deaf 
people. Avoiding it can reduce 
the risk of deafness. 

Although loud music is often 
blamed (and MP3 players are 
said to be storing up an epidemic 
of deafness in years to come) re- 
search has also blamed tractors 
(for deafness in children of farm-

ers), aircraft noise, sports shoot- 
ing and even cordless telephones. 

Research by the RNID found 
that 90% of young people expe- 
rience hearing damage after a 
night out, and two thirds listen to 
MP3 players at dangerously 
loud volumes. 

Emma Harrison, head of cam- 
paigns at RNID says: “The Gov- 
ernment needs to make hearing 
health a priority. Young people 
need to be educated so they can 
make choices about the risk of 
exposure to loud noise. 

“If we are to avoid a hearing 
loss time bomb, manufacturers of 
music players should include 
clear on-pack warnings and link 
volume levels to decibels.”

The Wan Chai area, the busi- 
ness and entertainment district, 
is packed on any night with 
young people and expats. While 
the quality of the food is well 
known, it also boasts some truly 
stylish bars. Dragon-i, the pre- 
ferred haunt of English football- 
ers when in these parts, is one 
such place. It’s all bamboo and 
birdcages, with the warm breeze 
floating into the open area above 
the busy streets below. 


It’ s worthwhile staying up late 
in Hong Kong to see the city lit up . 
The Symphony of Lights, in the 
Guinness World Records as the 
world’s largest permanent light 
and sound show, is a must-see. 
Retail never stops, and the Tem- 
ple Street night market offers an 
alternative to bar-hopping. 

It is easy to fill at least two days 
here. The market shopping is 
justifiably famous, if not neces- 
sarily to buy (although it is hard, 
and probably financially silly, to 
walk past the electronics) then 
simply to experience the flower 
and fish displays.

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But it was time to move on. 
The stopover had not only made 
the prospeet of another 10-hour 
flight bearable, but it also helped 
me aeelimatise to a southemhemi- 
sphere spring. Instead of feeling 
j etlagged on arrival in Auekland, 
it was straight down to the eity ’ s 
beautiful waterfront for fresh air 
and wine. 

It’s a niee walk or a short bus 
trip to the viaduet area from 
Molly’s Hotel in the seaside sub- 
urb of St Mary ’ s Bay. The hotel, 
named the best new small hotel 
in the world last year by Harp- 
er’ s Hideaway Report, is a luxu- 
rious start to the New Zealand leg 
and is also perfeetly plaeed for 
the trendy eafe area of Ponsonby . 

The possibilities in Auekland, 
and of eourse the rest of the eoun- 
try, are limitless, and it is easy to 
mix eity sights with outdoor pur- 
suits without spending hours 
travelling. 

The region boasts three har- 


bours, two mountain ranges, 48 
voleanie eones and more than 50 
islands. It is also home to more 
than 80 vineyards, ineluding 
Waiheke Island’s highly-re- 
garded Stonyridge. 

leonie voleanie island 
Rangitoto, a dominating landmark 
in Auckland’s inner harbour, 
pushed its way through the ocean 
floor about 600 years ago. The 
walk to the summit through rug- 
ged black basalt lava ends with 
spectacular 360 degree views over 
the harbour and back to the city. 

But nature-lovers should head 
straight to Tiritiri Matangi Is- 
land, an internationally-recog- 
nised conservation success 
story. It has been cleared of 
predators and more than three 
million native trees have been 
planted. Around a dozen species 
of endangeredbirds, including the 
extremely rare takahe, are now 
thriving. 

For those with more time. 


Great Barrier Island is an un- 
spoilt haven four-and-a-half 
hours by ferry or 30 minutes by 
air from Auckland. A popular 
destination for boaties in the 
summer, it has no electricity net- 
work, yet manages to provide 
luxury accommodation and gour- 
met dining as well as camping, 
hiking and fishing. 

The Tamaki Hikoi, a Maori 
guided walk of Auckland, gives 
visitors a sense of the importance 
of the culture in what is a proudly 
bicultural country. The walkbe- 
gins with a karakia, or prayer, in 
the dormant volcano 
Maungawhau (Mount Eden) and 
stops along the way at places of 
historical significance to Maori. 

Potiki Adventures is another 
option, offered by directors 
Melissa and Bianca who are keen 
to share their outlook on life as 
young Maori women. Trips can 
include walking through native 
forest and across beaches learn- 
ing about traditional Maori pro- 
tocol and legends. 

It is very easy, however, to 
spend time wandering from cafe 
to cafe, although the fantastic 
food no longer comes cheap. De- 
spite the favourable exchange 
rate for visitors travelling on the

pound, it is still possible to spend 
a large chunk of the holiday 
budget just sitting and sampling 
the fare. 

Fortunately, the wrench of 
leaving the warmth and fresh air 
of this beautiful city for cold, 
dreary London was postponed 
with the western leg of the j aunt. 
And splitting the 24-hour flight 
back with a night in LA can mean 
the difference between a miser- 
able and a manageable return to 
the UK.

A mirror which one hung in her 
room. Cabana 246 overlooking 
the poolside, is now in the lobby. 
The pool, heated and surrounded 
by fires at night, contains a mural 
painted by David Hockney. 

It is incredibly easy to settle 
with a cocktail in the comfortable 
loungers by the pool and relax for 
hours on end, but it was time to 
go home.

• Dandelion, eamomile and 
peppermint teas eneourage 
healthy elimination, whieh ean 
reduee outbreaks. 

• Liquoriee root eombats 
many types of dermatitis, re- 
duees skin inflammation and is 
useful in treating symptoms of 
stress and allergies. 

• Parsley is mueh more than a 
garnish.

Centro Comerdal Portimao 
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The trouble with 
boys 



With much of the current concern 
about crime and vioience focused on 
young maies, many parents are 
iooking for extra advice on how to raise 
decent sons. We speak to the author 
of new book, Growing Great Boys, 
about his practicai strategies for 
bringing out the best in maie chiidren. 


With violent crimes commit- 
ted by teenage boys dominating 
the headlines recently, there is a 
very real fear that too many young 
males are out of control. 

Many people blame the par- 
ents of course - but what can those 
parents do to ensure they bring 
up decent sons? 

A great deal, says parenting 
expert Ian Grant, whose book 
Growing Great Boys has just 
been published. 

“There ’ s always a huge debate 



on whether it’s nature or nurture 
that makes people the way they 
are and I ’ d suggest they both work 
together. But parents are the 
key,” says Grant, who runs the 
parenting organisation Parents 
Inc in his native New Zealand. 

His book aims to give parents 
practical strategies to bring out 
the best in their sons, and con- 
tains separate chapters for pre- 
school boys, the middle years and 
teenagers, as well as information 
on the role of mothers and fathers, 
talking about difficult issues, and 
so on. 

He says parents striving to en- 
sure their sons aren’t dysfunc- 
tional need to give them ‘can do’ 
talks to stress they’ve got what it 
takes to make it in life, give them 
a plan and the ability to learn to 
live with the consequences of 
their actions. 

In addition, he says: “You’ve 
got to allow his emotions to come 
out, but give him ways of dealing 
with them. 

“A lot of boys haven’t been 
allowed to do that, so they get into 
problems because they’ve never 
been able to express how they 
feel. 


ASK THE EXPERT: 

Q. “Which way of disciplining children gets best results 
- shouting and light smacking, or modern techniques 
like the naughty stair and time-out?” 


A: Dr Harriet Hiscock, 
who led an Australian study 
into the effects of parenting 
styles, says: “In our study of 
700 children, we allowed 
half the mothers to bring 
them up from the age of one 
in the way they saw fit, and 
the other half to attend 
parenting classes to learn 
what to expect of their 
child’s development and 
how to manage misbehav- 
iour. 

There they were taught the 
value of developing a warm 
and sensitive relationship 
with their toddler by aban- 
doning smacking and shout- 
ing, in favour of ignoring or 
distracting and praising and 
rewarding. 

“By the age of two, parents 
who went to the classes were 
more likely to know what to 
expect of their child’s devel- 
opment and less likely to use 
harsh and abusive discipline 
practices. 

“However, the children 
whose mothers went to 
parenting classes were no 
less naughty than the chil- 
dren whose mothers disci- 
plined them their own way, 
and their mothers were just 
as stressed. 



“This suggests that a brief 
parenting programme isn’t 
enough on its own to prevent 
child behaviour problems. 

“Research tells us that for 
minor behaviours such as 
whining, or throwing a tan- 
trum, the best ways to re- 
spond include distraction, 
ignoring or applying the 
logical consequences. 

“For more serious behav- 
iours such as hitting or bit- 
ing, ‘quiet time’ or ‘time 
out’ can be useful.”

“You’ve got dysfunctional 
kids brought up by dysfunctional 
parents, who were themselves 
brought up by dysfunctional par- 
ents and it just goes on and on.” 
He points out that a recent 
Harvard University study found 
that the best deterrent to teenag- 
ers getting into bad behaviour is 
that they don’t want to let their 
parents down. 

But he warns that when boys 
become teenagers, they turn into 
packanimalswiththeirpeers. To 
deal with this, mums and dads 
have to in turn become ‘pack ani- 
mal parents’. The idea, he says, 
is to exchange numbers with 
other parents, so that when a teen 
says his friends’ parents let them 
do something, you can check. 

“I’ve found this to be an amaz- 
ing success. I thoughtboys would 
fight it, but they actually feel very 
secure with it. Often boys don’t 
want to do stuff, and their mates 
make them do it.” 

He says fathers need to remem- 


ber that “the greatest thing a man 
can do is love the mother of his 
boys. 

“When a boy sees that going 
on at home, and he’s told, ‘I’m 
so glad you’re part of our team’, 
that helps him through those 
teenage years.” 

The key with boys, he says, is 
persistence and consistency. 
They need to know three things: 
who’s in charge, what the rules 
are and that they will be enforced 
in a fair way. 

He adds: “Parents don’t need 
a big talk about the emotional 
make-up of boys, they just want 
hot tips that work, and that’s 
whatl’ve tried to give them in the 
book.”

Compassion for the 
Lesotho Aids orphans 


Jill Kinsey is a missionary with a heart 
for the destitute, especially children. 


In February 2006, under the 
authority of the Lesotho Meth- 
odist Church, Jill officially 
opened a Children's Centre in 
Semonkong, to alleviate the 
suffering of the 2,000 AIDS or- 
phans in the area. 

Initially 21 of the most des- 
perate orphans, between the 
ages of 6 and 14 years, were 
given a place to live. The cen- 
tre currently has 66 children 
living in. One is just a young 
baby, of about 3 months who 
we unfortunately suspect to be 
HIV infected. 

The Centre is always grow- 
ing in numbers, and is always 
in need of help. They also have 
a shepherd school with 43 boys 
who learn in the evenings after 
their flocks are away. 

Semonkong consists of 84 
rural villages in Lesotho, 
Southern Africa. 

The Centre has a desire to 
keep orphans within their own 
communities, only children in 
dire need will be brought into 
live in care. Sadly, such chil- 
dren do exist. Child-headed 
households continue to grow 
and they are extremely vulner- 
able units. These children need 
to find secure homes 

There is a plan to start a new 
project this year in four small 
villages near Quthing, in the far 
south of Lesotho where 120 
orphans await help. 


Isaiah is an incredibly funny 
and bright young lad. He is one 
of the 4 HIV infected children 
we have living with us. He is, 
however, really doing well. 
His soccer skills are improv- 
ing along with his English.

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S lugs and snails are 
troublesome garden 
pests and over the years 
I’ve tried all sorts of 
preventative methods to stop 
them, from plaeing mulehes of 
sharp grit, eggshells, erushed 
oyster shells and lime around 
vulnerable plants to a variety of 
slug pellets, beer and grapefruit 
traps. 

But I’ve always found that the 
best way to stop slugs and snails 
is to piek them off by hand after 
a downpour, often in the evening 
when they are most aetive, some- 
times by torehlight. They do their 
worst during mild wet weather in 
spring and autumn. 

As slugs and snails are partieu- 
larly rampant in my area, I have 
also resorted to putting young 
leafy plants, whieh these pests 
love, in pots and placing the pots 
on either metal stands which 
slugs have trouble in climbing, or 
putting copper strips around the 


pots to deter them. The copper 
contains aminute electrical charge 
to deter the slug or snail. 

Each slug or snail produces 
around 500 offspring every sea- 
son. 

To control them ensure your 
garden is tidy and free of plant 
debris where slugs and snails may 
congregate. Any cultivation of 
the soil will help to disturb slugs 
and may bring them to the sur- 
face, where they can be eaten by 
predators. Surround raised beds 
with grass or slabs, as slugs don’t 
like travelling over open ground. 

Encourage predators such as 
hedgehogs, frogs and toads into 
your garden by leaving a patch of 
wild area or installing a small 
pond. 

Slugs love young tender 
shoots therefore you could try 
protecting young plants by cut- 
ting a serrated collar from a plas- 
tic bottle andplacing it around the 
base of the plant.

Now is the time to think 
about planting colourful plants 
for the summer. You should 
take into account that many of 
these delightful plants have 
been grown in greenhouses or 
a very sheltered position. En- 
quire at the garden centre how 
they have been raised and if it 
is necessary to acclimatise 
them before planting out in 
your borders. 

Gazanias are excellent, es- 
pecially when planted in pro- 
fusion. Producing large 
brightly coloured daisy-like 
flowers in cream, pink, gold or 
yellow shades during many 
months of the year and grow to

sandy soil in full sun. Grow- 
ing to a height of about 20cm 
with a spread of 25cm they do 
need to be watered frequently 
during the dry season with a 
monthly application of liquid 
fertiliser during their active 
growing and flowering pe- 
riod. Deadhead them onaregu- 
lar basis to prolong the flow- 
ering season. They do become 
rather ‘ leggy ’ and most do not 
tolerate frost and therefore 
usually treated as annuals. 
The larger Violas more often 
called Pansies are another of 
the showy plants, flowering 
during many months of the 
year. There are several varie- 
ties ranging from yellow and

orange through the bronzes and the 
blues and violets. Others usually 
with slightly larger flowers are bi- 
coloured with petals a combination 
of the reds, yellows and orange 
shades with darker contrasting 
colours. They grow to a height of 
approximately 9cms with a simi- 
lar spread. We have found that 
these are best grown in a more 
shady location than the previous 
plants. Water them during the 
summer months and give them a 
liquid fertiliser ever three or four 
weeks during the active growing 
and flowering period. It is essen- 
tial to deadhead them on a regular 
basis. Most of these will tolerate 
some frost, but are usually treated 
as annuals. 


that the potatoes will be lifted 
before the slug population be- 
comes too great. 

You could plant sacrificial 
crops such as lettuce, which slugs 


love, to distract them from the 
crops you really value. 

Most plants, once established, 
tolerate slug damage. But if you 
don’ t want an endless battle with 
these slimy creatures, the best 


solution is to plant species which 
they don’t like, such as hydran- 
gea, pinks, hebes and plants with 
hairy or narrow leaves, or succu- 
lent types such as sedum.

How to keep slugs 
and snails at bay 


Some slugs spend a lot of their 
time below soil level, feeding on 
bulbs, tubers including potatoes 
and roots. Snails are much less 
active in summer, but slugs will 
feed whatever the weather. 

There are many slug pellets on 
the market, but a lot of gardeners 
believe them to be an unaccept- 
able environmental risk, as they 
can po se a threat to pets, children 
and wildlife. Also, if they become 
wet and start to turn mouldy, 
they are ineffective anyway. 

Keen vegetable gardeners who 
have problems with slugs tunnel- 
ling through their potato crops 
should concentrate on earlier 
cropping varieties, which means

Crufts galloping closer 


The dog show ‘Crufts’ (Crufts 
is the world’ s greatest dog-show 
organized by The Kennel Club 
UK) in Birmingham, is approaeh- 
ing with horrifying speed. So the 
training level has inereased. A 
few things have ehanged. 

I am trying to keep Cleo and 
Merlin apart a bit more. We were 
at a show the weekend before last 
and my new plan was to have 
only Merlin in the show till he 
went in the ring - Jim would then 
collect Cleo from the car. In 
theory it was a good idea but 
thanks to half the class not turn- 
ing up and the judging timings 
being altered it was impossible to 
leave Cleo in the car that long as 
she may have been in the wrong 
place at the wrong time . However 
it was obvious that Merlin was 
more ‘focused’ with his Sister out 
of the way. He was relaxed and 
extremely well behaved on his 
own. The trouble being that when 
Cleo arrives - and he can sense her 
presence even if out of sight - he 
goes into excited overdrive. So it 
was impossible to perfect the 
procedure this time and I know 
that at ‘Crufts’ it will unfortu- 
nately not be easy to keep them 
apart.

pecting too much as they are both 
really very young. Cleo was bet- 
ter than Merlin and in fact she 
did actually achieve it. Today I 
did eventually give in and tie the 
one not training to the gate as I 
was spending all my time return- 
ing a dog to a sit position. This 
has worked - 1 expected barking 
but no, the one not doing the train- 
ing sat patiently and watched! I 
am also hoping that all this run- 
ning around the terrace will even- 
tually lead to me panting a little 
less as well. I know I am getting 
on and unfit, but perhaps there is 
hope in the next couple of weeks. 
I spent a whole day last week 


trying to get them to sit, stay and 
call one and leave the other, re- 
versing it - we did achieve it, but 
two days later they decided it 
was no longer fun! Again, Cleo 
was better at it - Merlin just pan- 
ics when he sees me move 
away from him - back to his 
cage and insecurity issues from 
his enforced pet shop stay as a 
puppy. 

We have two more shows be- 
fore we hit the road to Birming- 
ham - it is all very much unknown 
territory.

Defense, protection and well-being 
of all animals 


In our edition N“ 945 of 9th 
F ebmary , we published a small 
article concerning golden re- 
triever puppies. While these 
puppies were offered free to 
readers, it was unfortunate that 
there was mention in the arti- 
cle that the puppies would be 
put to sleep if they did not find 
a home. This article was sub- 
mitted to The Portugal News 
by email and published in good 
faith. However, we have sub- 


sequently not been able to obtain 
a response from the email ad- 
dresses given, nor from the tel- 
ephone number. If readers have 
encountered the same problem, 
we apologise for any inconven- 
ience and possible distress 
caused. 

In the meantime, we have re- 
ceived the following communica- 
tion from the Portuguese League 
for Animal Rights which we are 
happy to publish: 


“We, the activists of Animal 
Rights, request to all (nationals 
and foreigners) to avoid procrea- 
tion of animals (dogs and cats). 
The species is not in extinction and 
it is cmel to abandon animals or 
to have them ‘officially’ killed 
(sometimes in an inhumane man- 
ner). It is better not to let them 
procreate than to see them later 
in the city hall kennels on death 
row, condemned to a death they 
do not deserve, or better saying; 


paying with their lives for the 
one who is trully responsible - 
humans. We have to be kinder 
to the other species. We re- 
quest the authorities to have a 
close and effective control, es- 
pecially of females, to avoid 
procreation and have at the dis- 
posal of all animal owners a 
bonified sterilization. “When 
the people respect animal rights 
it means that mankind has 
theirs respected.”

Matter 

Iain M Banks, published in 
hardbaek by Orbit. Available 
now. 

Banks’ return to his Culture 
seienee fietion setting eomes as 
quite a surprise, partly beeause 
he hasn’t set a book there sinee 
2000’s Look To Windward, 
whieh even at the time felt like 
a farewell. 

Beyond whieh, his well-pub- 
lieised opposition to the Iraq 
war seemed likely to sit uneas- 
ily with the story’s eore eon- 
eept: the Culture is an advaneed 
intergalaetie eivilisation whieh 
feels a moral obligation to help 
those less fortunate than itself; 
the interventions ean be shad- 
owy, often have a terrible eost 
in the short term, and do not ex- 
elude regime ehange - but al- 
ways, ultimately, are seen to 
eome from good intentions and 
to be worthwhile in the long 
run. 

His reeoneiliation of this di- 
lemma, as we should have ex- 
peeted, is ingenious. His stand- 
ins for George W Bush and 
eompany are not the benevolent 
Culture but the Get - ereatures 
of twisted syntax, shadowy 
aims, and a terrible tendeney to 
read the evidenee aeeording to 
what they’d like to find. 

Whieh is not to suggest that 
Matter is straight politieal sat- 
ire; the Get may funetion as a 
eritique of US interventionism 
but the planet with whieh they 
meddle is pure sense of wonder 
SF; a ‘ shellworld’ eomposed of 
eoneentrie spheres, eaeh inhab- 
ited by different raees, and eon- 
strueted eons past by aliens im- 
pressive even to the Culture. 

Through this setting (and the 
surrounding galaxy) our pro- 
tagonists romp in an oeeasion- 
ally eomieal adventure. These 
strands intertwine as satisfae- 
torily as one would expeet from 
a writer of Banks’ gifts, and 


even the infodumps whieh ean 
put some readers off SF are de- 
livered in sueh deft prose as to 
be a joy. 

Whether Matter reveals 
Banks’s politieal stanee is de- 
batable, but thankfully polemie 
argument has not been allowed 
enough rein to obseure the un- 
doubted talents of our greatest 
living SF writer.

There’s a common theme in this engaging documentary series - every place presenter 
Simon Reeve visits has some hidden dark side he likes nothing better than shoving 
into the spotlight. This penultimate edition sees him in Australia, a continent we in the 
UK are familiar with thanks to the nation’s soaps. However, life Down Under isn’t all 
coffee shops and surfing. Reeve kicks off his journey at the beautiful Ningaloo Reef, 
and follows the migration route of the mighty humpback whale. While he gets the rare 
chance to see the animal nursing newborns, he discovers its safety is jeopardised 
by plans for a vast salt pan. Journeying further into Western Australia, things get no 
happier. The presenter explores Wittenoom Gorge, close to the Karijini National Park. 
It turns out that the gorge was once the site of Australia’s biggest asbestos mine. Now 
believed to be the most contaminated place in the world thanks to the deadly substance, 
the authorities are shutting it down, but a few die-hard residents refuse to leave. There’s 
more doom and gloom at Alice Springs, where Reeve discovers how badly off some 
Aboriginal tribes are, and arrives at a crucial moment: a powerful government taskforce 
has been established to retake control of indigenous communities.

Mountains, glaciers, volcanoes and deserts - Iceland has it all, yet the country still 
remains a relatively undiscovered destination, until now, that is. This week’s 
programme sees Julia Bradbury explore the extremes of this beautiful island, while 
Toby Amies explores the unique wildlife of Madagascar.

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FC Porto face uphill task after German defeat 


Portuguese league 
champions FC Porto lost the 
first-leg of their last 16 
Champions League clash 
on Tuesday evening to a 
solitary goal that could 
make their task of qualifying 
for the quarter-finals for a 
second year running 
tougher than initially 
expected. 

FC Porto were this week de- 
feated 1 -0 on the stage where they 
elaimed one of their most famous 
vietories in their relatively illus- 
trious history. 

It was at the home stadium of 
German team Sehalke04 at 
GelsenkirehenthatFC Porto, led 
by Jose Mourinho, won the 2004 
Champions League final by 
thrashing Monaeo 3-0. 

But the Oporto team was to 
experienee no sueh glory on Tues- 
day evening. 

A goal three minutes after the 
start by German international 
striker Kevin Kuranyi, after a 
fumble by Brazilian international 
goalkeeper Helton proved the 
differenee between the two sides. 

F C Porto, whieh qualified top 
of their group that ineluded one 
of Europe’s traditional form 
teams Liverpool, will be disap- 
pointed with the result, espe- 
eially as an away goal in Oporto 
by Sehalke for the return leg in a 
fortnight will see FC Porto re- 
quiring three goals to move into 
the quarter-finals of this luera- 
tive eompetition.

F C Porto top sporting achievement table 


According to a study con- 
ducted by Deloitte, FC Porto is 
currently the highest ranked team 
in the world when it comes to 
clubs who have performed best 
the past decade. 

Sharing top spot with Germa- 
ny’ s Bayern Munich, FC Porto 
fans are those who are likely to 
have gone home happiest the 
past ten years after their team had 
taken the field. 


According to the criteria used 
by Deloitte, which only consid- 
ered national leagues and cup 
competitions (including the 
Champions League but not the 
UEFA Cup), the Dragons won 1 3 
trophies between the 1996/97 
and 2006/07 seasons. 

Over the past decade, F C Porto 
won seven league titles, five Por- 
tuguese Cups and the Champi- 
ons League. 


Excluded are FC Porto’s vic- 
tories in the UEFA Cup, Inter- 
continental Cup and the Portu- 
guese Super Cup, where Portu- 
gal’s league and cup winners play 
each other. 

Bayern Munich has exactly 
the same record as their Portu- 
guese counterparts. 

The top ten clubs are after FC 
Porto and Bayern Munich, as 
follows: Boca Juniors and Celtic 


(ten trophies each), Manchester 
United and Glasgow Rangers 
(nine each), Ajax, PSV 
Eindhoven, River Plate (eight). 
Arsenal and Real Madrid 
(seven). 

The top 20 is completed with 
Barcelona, AC Milan, Lyon, 
Chelsea, Sporting, Corinthians, 
Cruzeiro, Inter, Juventus and 
Lazio.
